New  York  on  Paper 

Walt  Whitman  celebrated  her  as  "the  city  of  spires 
and  masts!"  Wallace  Stevens'  New  York  was  the 
Waldorf  Hotel;  he  compared  her  to  touching 
moonlight  and  sunlight,  called  her  "the  wild 
country  of  the  soul."  The  place  of  New  York 
insistently  demands  description.  To  O.  Henry,  she 
was  "Bagdad-on-the-Subway";  to  critic  Paul 
Rosenfeld,  she  was  "a  tower-jumbled  point .  .  . 
where  truckmen  stand  like  pharaohs  behind  their 
horses  and  yell  at  their  chickens."  New  York's 
mean  realities  are  full  of  pride,  hold  actual 
possibilities.  Dreams  ride  jammed  subways, 
crowded  streets  do  not  negate  the  city's  late-show 
promise. 

The  literary  descriptions  of  New  York  are  as 
various  as  the  visual  depictions.  The  images  in 
"New  York  on  Paper,"  drawn  from  the  Whitney 
Museum's  Permanent  Collection,  reflect  changing 
visual  conventions,  but  each  is  an  individual 
impression  of  a  place  and  its  symbols:  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge,  the  Manhattan  skyline,  Coney  Island, 
Central  Park,  the  elevated,  people  talking,  walking, 
waiting,  looking  at  art,  making  art.  All  of  the 
images  in  some  way  express  the  energy  and 
romanticism  of  New  York,  and  why  for  artists  and 
writers  it  remains — the  city.
